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STATUTS 
de la Commission internationale de numismatique (CIN) 
adoptés le 11 septembre 1997 à Berlin 


Art. 1. Objet. La Commission internationale de numismatique (CIN), affiliée au 
Comité international des sciences historiques, a pour mission de promouvoir la 
numismatique et les sciences qui s'y rapportent en facilitant la coopération entre 
individus et institutions dans le domaine de la numismatique et des sciences qui s'y 
rapportent. 


Art. 2. Membres. Les organismes suivants peuvent devenir membres de la CIN: 

a. les collections numismatiques publiques, 

b. les universités, les organisations, institutions et sociétés numismatiques sans 
caractère commercial (locales, nationales et internationales), 

c. les Hôtels des monnaies. 


Les membres sont admis par le Bureau et doivent payer la cotisation annuelle 
fixée par le Bureau. Tout manquement au paiement entraîne l'annulation d'adhésion. 
L'adhésion prend effet à partir du paiement de la première cotisation. 


Art. 3. Membres honoraires. Lors de ses réunions et sur proposition du Bureau, la 
CIN peut élire des personnalités comme membres honoraires. Les membres hono- 
raires ne paient pas de cotisation annuelle mais ont les mêmes droits que les 
membres ordinaires. 


Art. 4. Assemblées. La CIN doit tenir une assemblée générale lors des congrès 
internationaux de numismatique qui, en principe, ont lieu tous les six ans. Si aucun 
congrès international de numismatique n'a lieu dans un délai de sept ans après le 
dernier congrès, une assemblée sera obligatoirement convoquée sur décision du 
Bureau. Tout membre ordinaire peut désigner un délégué à l'assemblée générale. Un 
délégué ne peut représenter plus de trois membres ordinaires. Les membres qui ne 
sont pas à jour de cotisation ne peuvent voter. Les membres honoraires ne votent 
qu'en personne. 


Art. 5. Bureau. Le Bureau de la CIN est composé de neuf membres représentant 
dans la mesure du possible chacune des catégories citées à l'article 2. Les membres 
du Bureau sont élus lors de l'assemblée générale. Leur fonction prend fin à l'assem- 
blée générale suivante: ils ne peuvent être réélus qu'une fois. Le Bureau se réunit au 
moins une fois par an; il s'organise lui-même, c'est-à-dire qu'il élit son président et 
répartit les autres charges. En cas de mort ou de démisssion d'un membre, le Bureau 
a le droit de coopter un remplaçant jusqu'à l'assemblée générale. 
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Art. 6. Charges. Les charges du Bureau sont la présidence, les deux vice-prési- 
dences, le secrétariat, la trésorerie. Les titulaires de ces charges sont élus immédia- 
tement après l'élection du Bureau et exercent leur charge selon les vœux du Bureau. 
Lors du changement de Bureau, le trésorier reste en charge jusqu'à la fin de l'année 
civile. 


Art. 7. Fonctions du Bureau. Les fonctions du Bureau comprennent l'admission de 
nouveaux membres, la préparation et la publication du budget et des comptes, la 
fixation du montant de la cotisation, la diffusion de l'information aux membres 
(notamment par le Compte rendu annuel et les Newsletters), le patronage de travaux 
individuels, de publications et de conférences de numismatique, l'organisation du 
Congrès international et toute autre activité relative, selon lui, aux objectifs de la 
CIN. 


Art. 8. Finances. Les dépenses d'administration et de publication sont couvertes 
par les cotisations annuelles, les dons, les legs, et d'éventuelles subventions. 


Art. 9. Siège. Le siège de la CIN se trouve au bureau du président. 


Art. 10. Modifications des statuts. Toute modification des statuts doit être approu- 
vée à la majorité des deux tiers des votes exprimés à l'assemblée générale. Toute 
proposition de modification doit être signifiée aux membres, par écrit, au moins 
trois mois avant l'assemblée. 


Art. 11. Dissolution. La CIN peut être dissoute par la majorité des votes exprimés 
à l'assemblée générale. En cas de disssolution, les actifs de la CIN seront transférés 
au Comité international des sciences historiques. 


Translation 


CONSTITUTION 
of the International Numismatic Commisssion (INC) 
adopted on September 11th 1997 at Berlin 


Art. 1. Purpose. The purpose of the INC, affiliated to the International Commit- 
tee of Historical Sciences, is to promote numismatics and related disciplines by faci- 
litating cooperation among individuals and institutions in the field of numismatics 
and related disciplines. 


Art. 2. Membership. The following organisations may become members of the 
INC: 

a Public numismatic collections, 

b. Universities, non-commercial numismatic organisations, institutions and socie- 
ties (local, national and international), 

c. Mints. 


Members shall be admitted by the Council and shall pay an annual subscription 
determined by the Council. Failure to pay the subscription shall terminate member- 
ship. Membership will commence from the date of payment of the first annual sub- 
scription. 


Art. 3. Honorary members. The INC can elect individuals as honorary members 
at its Meetings on proposal of the Council. Honorary members do not pay the 
annual subscription but have the same rights as ordinary members. 


Art. 4. Meetings. The INC must hold a General Meeting at each International 
Numismatic Congress which in principle should take place every six years. If there 
is no International Numismatic Congress within seven years after the last congress, 
a Meeting must be organized on a different occasion to be fixed by the Council. 
Each ordinary member may designate one voting delegate to the General Meeting. 
A delegate may not represent more than three ordinary members. Members who 
have not paid their subscription may not vote. Honorary members may vote only in 
person. 


Art. 5. Council. The Council of the INC consists of nine members if possible 
including representatives of each of the categories in article 2. The Council mem- 
bers shall be elected at the General Meeting. Their term ends at the next General 
Meeting; they can be re-elected only once. The Council shall meet at least annually. 
The Council constitutes itself, 1.e. it elects the President and distributes other offices. 
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In the event of death or resignation of a member, the Council shall have the right to 
co-opt a replacement until the General Meeting. 


Art. 6. Officers. The officers of the INC shall be the President, two Vice-Presi- 
dents, the Secretary, the Treasurer. These officers shall be elected immediately after 
the election of the Council and shall serve at the pleasure of the Council. When the 
Council changes, the Treasurer will remain in office until the end of the calendar 
year. 


Art. 7. Duties of the Council. The duties of the Council shall include admitting 
new members; preparing and publishing a budget and fixing the subscription; dis- 
seminating information among the membership (particularly through the annual 
report, in the Compte rendu, and Newsletters); extending patronage to particular 
projects, publications and conferences, organising the International Numismatic 
Congress and all other activities consistent, in the opinion of the Council, with the 
purpose of the INC. 


Art. 8. Finance. The expenses of administration and publications are covered, by 
annual subscriptions, by gifts, by legacies and grants. 


Art. 9. Seat. The seat of the INC is the office of the President. 
Art. 10. Change of Constitution. The constitution may be changed by a two thirds 


majority of the votes cast at the General Meeting. Notice of proposed changes must 
be given to the members in writing at least three months prior to the Meeting. 


Art. 11. Dissolution. The INC may be dissolved by a majority of two thirds of the 


votes cast at the General Meeting. In case of dissolution, the assets of the INC shall 
be transferred to the International Committee of Historical Sciences.

1. Adoption of the minutes of the Council in Stockholm, 17-19 May 1996 


The minutes, printed in the Compte rendu 43, 1996, pp. 11-22 were adopted unani- 
mously. 


2. Report by the President 
Chers collègues, 


Comme le veut la tradition, nous voici réunis en cette année du Congrès interna- 
tional dans le pays et la ville même où ce Congrès va se tenir dans quatre mois à 
peine. Notre réunion est la sixième et la dernière du Bureau élu à Bruxelles en sep- 
tembre 1991. Aussi est-ce l'occasion de dresser un bilan de ce que nous avons fait 
mais aussi de ce que nous n'avons pas fait ou pas pu faire. 

Avant de passer à ce bilan, il faut évoquer la mémoire d'un membre honoraire dis- 
paru cette année, M. Bucur Mitrea et nous associer aux anniversaires célébrés, ainsi 
les 70 ans de Mme Maria R.-Alföldi, le 6 juin 1996 et ceux de notre collègue et 
conseiller, Peter Franke, le 2 novembre 1996, ainsi qu'à la distinction prestigieuse 
reçue par Mme Ulla Westermark, responsable du comité pour la SNG, la Hunting- 
ton Medal de l'ANS pour 1997. 

J'évoquerai en premier lieu le moyen indispensable de toute action, les finances. 
Sans anticiper sur le rapport de notre trésorier que nous écouterons dans quelques 
minutes, je tiens à lui exprimer en mon nom et au vôtre toute notre reconnaissance 
et notre satisfaction pour la saine et sage gestion qu'il a exercée pendant deux man- 
dats et qui l'a conduit à pouvoir provisionner 30 000 FS pour le soutien du Congrès 
et surtout pour l'aide aux congressistes tout en ayant gardé une trésorerie suffisante 
au 31 décembre 1996. 

L'accroissement du nombre des membres de la CIN (de 126 en 1991 à 145 au 31 
12 1996) a étendu indiscutablement notre assise financière même si une petite part 
de ses adhésions n'ont pas été suivies de la cotisation afférente. Il faut continuer de 
déplorer que nous n'ayons pu trouver une solution pour soulager du poids de la coti- 
sation en franc suisse, une devise qui n'a cessé de s'apprécier par rapport à la plu- 
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part des autres monnaies jusqu'à une date récente, les institutions de pays connais- 
sant des difficultés financières. Depuis notre réunion de Stockholm, nous avons reçu 
les candidatures du Cabinet d'Erivan, de la Numismatic Society of Maharashtra, de 
l'Israel Museum de Tel Aviv et du Musée national de la Banque de Belgique que 
nous nous réjouissons d'accueillir. 

Du moins avons-nous fait tout notre possible pour une meilleure allocation des 
ressources de la CIN 

en diminuant les frais de voyage par tous les moyens (hébergement fréquent par 
nos différents hôtes — notamment à Chypre et à Stockholm — voire prise en charge 
totale de la réunion à Milan en 1992 grâce à la générosité de la Società Italiana di 
Numismatica, prise en charge de ces frais par nous-mêmes parfois ou par nos insti- 
tutions de tutelle etc.); 

en réduisant les frais de secrétariat, souvent assuré par nous-mêmes ou bénéficiant 
de l'aide de nos institutions (au premier rang desquelles il faut citer les Civiche Rac- 
colte Archeologiche e Numismatiche de Milan dont le personnel a joué un rôle 
essentiel dans la diffusion de l'International Numismatic Newsletter et du Ques- 
tionnaire). 

Ceci afin de consacrer le maximum à la communication (le Compte rendu et les 
deux Newsletters dont le coût a été maintenu à un niveau très raisonnable grâce à la 
générosité de la Commune de Milan et à des conditions de préparation “artisanales” 
bien que “présidentielles”. Dans ce domaine, le Bureau s'est efforcé de renforcer 
l'intérêt du contenu scientifique et organique des publications de la CIN: nouvelle 
rubrique sur la législation des trouvailles dans le Compte rendu, création de la CCN 
spécialisée dans les questions informatiques, articles plus variés sur l'actualité 
numismatique dans l'INN. L'accueil qui sera réservé au n° spécial du Compte rendu 
distribué exceptionnellement à tous les congressistes nous dira si la voie suivie était 
la bonne. L'historique de la CIN, établi par R. Weiller, avec le soin et la compétence 
qu'on lui connaît, restera à la fois au siècle prochain une source de l'historiographie 
numismatique, cette discipline en plein essor, et un instrument de travail pour le et 
les bureau(x) qui nous succèderont. 

Nous avons surtout cherché à consacrer l'essentiel des ressources de la CIN aux 
dépenses d'intérêt général: 

— bourse de voyage annuelle créée en 1993 

On regrettera seulement que nos moyens ne nous aient permis que d'en distribuer 
une seule, ce qui a sans doute, une fois passé l'enthousiasme des premières années, 
où nous avons dû hélas refuser des candidats d'excellent niveau, amené un certain 
découragement dû au pessimisme des jeunes chercheurs moins nombreux à se pré- 
senter; 

— aide aux congressistes 

40 bourses de 700 DEM seront accordées par la CIN et la somme de 30 000 FS 
prévue à cette fin est donc le triple de celle que la CIN avait versée au Comité d'or- 
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ganisation du Congrès de Bruxelles (l'affectation de ces bourses a été placée sous 
l'entière responsabilité de W.E. Metcalf, assisté de trois membres du bureau) 

— aide aux publications du Congrès de Bruxelles; peut-être 10 000 FS également 
pour les Actes éventuels du Congrès de Berlin. 

La CIN a été très étroitement associée à la préparation du Congrès, mission essen- 
tielle selon les statuts, mais souvent largement déléguée, voire abandonnée aux 
Comités d'organisation respectifs, ou quasi-entièrement revendiquée par ceux-ci. 
Depuis 1994 et la mise en place du Comité d'organisation, PR. Franke et moi-même 
avons participé aux réunions tenues chaque automne sous la présidence du Profes- 
seur B. Kluge au Münzkabinett dans une atmosphère dont la cordialité ne s'est pas 
démentie et dont l'efficacité sera, j'en suis persuadée, jugée positivement en sep- 
tembre post eventum. En ce qui concerne le Survey, le Bureau a reçu la responsabi- 
lité directe de la section Antiquité, éditée in fine par A. Burnett, et moi-même celle 
de la section “Méthodes”. Enfin à l'automne, le Prof. Kluge m'a demandé d'assurer 
la coordination et l'édition finales du volume. La décision de l'AINP de financer à 
nouveau le Survey, ce dont nous lui sommes très reconnaissants, nous a Óté un grand 
poids d'autant plus que l'AINP a accepté de confier le travail à l'imprimerie Cultura 
dont la qualité et l'efficacité sont bien connues des numismates depuis des lustres. 
Ceci a beaucoup facilité l'avancement de la fabrication qui progresse dans le respect 
du calendrier annoncé (en ce début mai, nous achevons de corriger les secondes 
épreuves). Tout n'est pourtant pas allé sans heurts: il restera des lacunes (textes 
remis trop tardivement comme celui prévu sur les Poids monétaires ou jamais par- 
venus, ainsi pour l'Irlande et l'Inde médiévale et moderne) et, malgré des efforts 
d'harmonisation incontestables de forme comme de fond, dans certaines sections 
des différences de niveau dans le traitement. Enfin bien entendu le poids des pro- 
blèmes liés à l'histoire des nationalités, à la délimitation plus ou moins heureuse des 
frontières européennes et d'actualité toujours aiguë ne nous a pas épargnés et les 
compromis proposés mécontenteront sans doute tous les partis en cause. 


Il faut enfin évoquer la nécessité d'harmoniser les relations de la CIN avec d'autres 
institutions numismatiques œuvrant dans le domaine international afin de garder à 
la CIN son rôle fédérateur originel sans prétendre pour autant à une quelconque 
hégémonie. C'est pourquoi nous avons proposé à l'Oriental Numismatic Society de 
devenir également un Comité de la CIN, à l'instar des Comités déjà existants (SNG, 
Computers and numismatics par ex.), ce que M. Michael Broome au nom de l'ONS 
a accepté et nous nous en félicitons. La méme proposition a été faite à l'ICOMON 
et a déjà reçu un accueil favorable de la part de sa Présidente, Mme Mando Oeco- 
nomides et de plusieurs membres de son bureau. Une décision définitive doit être 
prise par l'Assemblée générale de l'ICOMON à Berlin. 


La lucidité exige aussi de reconnaître que tous nos projets n'ont pas été réalisés ni 
nos objectifs atteints; le prospectus prévu n'a pas vu le jour, le logo n'a pas pu don- 
ner lieu à la frappe d'une médaille d'honneur de la CIN et le recrutement de nou- 
veaux membres n'a pas été aussi étendu qu'il aurait dû l'être. Surtout — et ceci est 
mon plus grand regret — nous avons été incapables de trouver une solution concrète 
qui aurait permis d'alléger le poids de la cotisation pour les institutions de pays 
connaissant de grandes difficultés financières. 


Quoi qu'il en soit, au terme de ce mandat il me reste à remercier les membres du 
Bureau de leur collaboration et à formuler tous mes voeux pour le travail de celui 
qui sera élu en septembre 1997. Ma reconnaissance s'adresse également à l'en- 
semble des membres de la Commission pour leur soutien moral et financier grâce 
auquel cette action en faveur de la numismatique a pu s'exercer. 


3. Report by the Treasurer: accounts for 1996 and budget 


The Council received the accounts for 1996, printed in the Compte rendu 43, 
1996, p. 23. For the year 1997, the treasurer presented a budget of Sfr 61,550, which 
was approved by the Council. This included a sum of Sfr 24,000 for providing 40 
grants to help persons attending the Congress, and Sfr 10,000 towards the costs of 
publications. 


4. Membership 


The council welcomed the accession of:

The proposed new statutes (for consideration in Berlin) would not allow an insti- 
tution to become a new member until the first subscription had been received. Mem- 
bers two or more years in arrears would be removed from Membership. It was 
emphasised that only those members whose subscriptions were up to date (1997) 
would be entitled to attend and vote at the General Assembly in Berlin in Septem- 
ber 1997. The Treasurer and Secretary would accordingly write to those members 
who had not paid. 


5. International Numismatic Newsletter 


The Council congratulated the editors (Cécile Morrisson and Ermanno Arslan) for 
their continuing hard work in producing the Newsletter. More than 2000 copies of 
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each issue (two issues each year) are now printed and circulated throughout the 
world. The support of the Civiche Raccolte Archeologiche e Numismatiche, Milan 
(which pays the postage costs) was acknowledged with thanks. 


6. Compte rendu 


a. The Council thanked Beverly Fryer for her work on the Compte rendu and wel- 
comed the appearance of histories of the collections of Eine Universitäts-Münz- 
sammlung in Deutschland (Göttingen), Die Münzsammlungen am Institut für 
Altertumswissenschaften der Friedrich-Schiller-Universität Jena, Las Colecciones 
Publicas de Numismatica de Sevilla, Histoire du Cabinet des Monnaies et Medailles 
de Marseille and Le Musée Numismatique Joseph Puig (Perpignan). 

b. Histories of collections. The next Compte rendu would include, it is hoped, the 
histories of the collections at Rio de Janeiro, Moscow, Berlin and Munich. 

c. The law about coin finds. The Council welcomed the articles about Belgium (J. 
van Heesch) and France (H. Petit and J. Meissonnier). In the next issue it was hoped 
to include articles on Sweden, Slovenia and Germany. 

d. Addresses. A notice would be sent to encourage members to send e-mail num- 
bers, if they have them. 

e. Cover. Next year a brighter cover would be used.

Comment 


The intention to start a new Italian SNG series directed by professor Giovanni 
Gorini at Padova was briefly mentioned in the report of 1996. The current work on 
the new series is here reported for the first time. 


Information from the British sylloge committee on database project (Great Britain) 


In the course of 1996 the British Academy agreed to widen the project in order to 
design a general database for coins. Dr. Mark Blackburn (Fitzwilliam Museum, 
Cambridge) was consulted about the design of the database to facilitate the use of 
the registration of medieval coin finds. 

The main database package is Access, and it will accommodate images within the 
database. Detailed fields for find spot, bibliography, scientific analysis, descriptions, 
auction catalogue, etc. will allow to record coins from different kind of sources 
(museum collection, excavations auction catalogues). 

The database was delivered in April 1997 to the British SNG committee for test 
entries, and it is hoped that it will be in use by the early summer. With generous 
funds from the British Academy a post, based in the British Museum, was created. 
The new member of staff will be responsible for entering data on Greek coinage into 
the new database. 


It was reported that Mr. H. Nilsson (Kungl. Myntkabinettet, Statens Museum för 
mynt- medalj- och penninghistoria, Box 5405, S-114 84 Stockholm, Sweden, tel + 
46 8 893 94 00, fax + 46 8 663 97 35) had agreed to replace Dr Ulla Westermark as 
the international co-ordinator and chairperson of the SNG Committee. The Council 
expressed its warmest thanks to Dr Westermark for all her hard work for many 
years. 


8. Other projects under the patronage of the Commission 
a. Numismatic Literature 
Report by Harriet Schwartz, International Editor: 
Two issues of Numismatic Literature have appeared in the past year, volume 136 
(September 1996) and volume 137 (March 1997). There are thirty-seven contribu- 


ting editors representing 32 countries or groups of countries affiliated with Numis- 


éi 


matic Literature. Of these, twenty-six contributed material to the two most recent 
volumes; in addition, several authors sent abstracts directly to the International Edi- 
tor at the American Numismatic Society. 

Numismatic Literature welcomes Michel Amandry, Marc Bompaire and François 
Thierry as the new contributing editors for France. They began submitting material 
with the March 1997. 

I am pleased to report that more Contributing Editors have participated in this 
year's issues than last year's, and I hope this is a trend. As in the past, there is a 
notable lack of material from many eastern European countries, but the contributors 
who do send material are quite thorough. I continue to look for additional sources 
of information on publications in the republics of the former Soviet Union and on 
other areas of the world whose material may be inadequately covered. 


The Council welcomed the possibility of a cumulative index of Numismatic Lite- 
rature on the Internet, and thanked Ms Schwartz for all her hard work. 


b. Lexicon Iconographicum Mythologiae Classicae 
Professor H. A. Cahn reported: 


Au cours de l'année écoulée, les efforts du bureau de Bâle ont porté essentielle- 
ment sur l'achèvement du dernier volume (VII) du Lexique qui contiendra les der- 
niers articles de l'ordre alphabétique, dont “Zeus-Jupiter” et, en outre, de nombreux 
suppléments.

Le Conseil de la Fondation se réunira sous la présidence du Prof. V. Lambrinou- 
dakis à Chios le 23 mai. Il devra prendre des décisions au sujet des archives du 
LIMC et de sa documentation, et sur des projets de continuation sous le titre de 
ThesCRA (Thesaurus cultus et rituum antiquorum). 


c. Sub-committee on Numismatic Computerisation 
William E. Metcalf and Kenneth Jonsson reported: 


At present Coins and Computer Newsletter (CCN) constitutes the main activity of 
the sub-committee. Due to various temporary problems only one issue appeared in 
1996, but in the next year publication will return to one issue every six months. 

Internet related activities will constitute a major part of the content of CCN and in 
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addition the committe will investigate the possibility of setting up a home page for 
the INC. 


It was agreed that Kenneth Jonsson and William Metcalf should set up a website for 
the INC. 


d. Coins Hoards (in Numismatic Chronicle) 


Mark Blackburn reported: 


There is little to report on the activities of Coin Hoards in the Numismatic Chro- 
nicle. We have a reasonable batch of material for the current volume, NC 1997, 
although, as in previous years, most entries have come from a small group, most of 
whom lan Carradice and I are in personal contact with. It would be nice to see a 
wider group of participants, but the present arrangements are quite satisfactory. 


e. Inventaire des trésors monétaires protobyzantins des Balkans et d'Asie mineure 
(491-713) 


Rapport de Cécile Morrisson: 


Les spécialistes des régions concernées (M. Pascal Culerrier pour la Turquie, M. 
Bucur Mitrea [T] pour la Roumanie, Mme Mando Oeconomides, Mme Mina Cri- 
cou-Galani et M. Jean Touratsoglou pour la Grèce, Mme Ivana Popovic pour la Ser- 
bie et la Macédoine [FYROM], Mme Yordanka Youroukova pour la Bulgarie) ont 
élaboré depuis longtemps quelque 320 notices de trésors, dont une partie concerne 
un matériel inédit conservé dans les collections publiques locales. La mise au point 
définitive de l'ouvrage, retardée par ma faute, devrait être achevée sous peu.

9. Sylloge Nummorum Sassanidorum

extend its patronage to the project. 
10. INC Scholarship 


Only one application has been received. The Council decided to award the scho- 
larship to Mr S. Bhandare (India) for his study of coins of the Satavahana era. 


11. Berlin 1997 Congress 


The Council met with the German organising Committee, and reviewed progress 
on the development of the scientific programme, the Survey of Research and the 
logistical organisation. The Council congratulated the organising Committee on 
their excellent work. The possibility of putting the Survey on the Internet was dis- 
cussed as were the criteria applied by, and the results of, the work of the sub-com- 
mittee's on the INC grants for the Congress. 


12. Arrangements for General Assembly 


The Council put in place detailed arrangements for the General Assembly to be 
held on September 11, 1997 (see also 4, above). 


13. Next INC Council 

The members of the Council eligible for re-election proposed names for the new 
council. They would be contacted to see if they were willing to work for the INC 
and they would be recommended for election at the General Assembly. The design 
of the ballot form and procedures were finalised. 


14. Change to statutes 


There had been no objection to the proposed new statutes, which would be recom- 
mended by the Council to the next General Assembly. 


15. Honorary Members 


The Council agreed to nominate Ulla Westermark and H.-D. Schultz. Other pro- 
posals would be made by the next Council.

1. Minutes 


The minutes of the General Meeting held in Brussels, September 14th 1991 
(printed in Compte rendu 38, 1991, pp. 21-36) were ratified. 


2. President's report 


Avant de commenter le bilan du travail du Bureau de la CIN élu à Bruxelles, il 
faut évoquer la mémoire des membre honoraires disparus entre 1991 et 1997: Mar- 
garet Thompson (29.2.1992), Colin Martin (2.1.1995) et Bucur Mitrea (6.11.1995) 
Vous me permettrez d'y associer le nom de Martin Price dont la disparition préma- 
turée est une immense perte pour la science 

Le bilan que je vais dresser” n'existerait pas sans le moyen indispensable de toute 
action, les finances. Nous écouterons dans quelques minutes le rapport de notre tré- 
sorier, M. Leandre Villaronga; il faut le féliciter pour la saine et sage gestion qu'il a 
exercée pendant plus de dix ans. 

L'accroissement du nombre des membres de la CIN (127 a 146) a étendu indis- 
cutablement notre assise financiére. Je regrette que nous n'ayons pu trouver une 
solution pour soulager du poids de la cotisation en une devise forte les institutions 
de pays connaissant des difficultés financières. 

Du moins avons-nous fait tout notre possible pour une meilleure allocation des 
ressources de la CIN en diminuant les frais de voyage par tous les moyens, en rédui- 
sant les frais de secrétariat, souvent assuré par nous-mêmes (ainsi dans le cas du 
Président ou du Trésorier) ou avec l'aide de nos institutions. Je rappellerai surtout 
que la générosité de la Commune de Milan a permis d'expédier la Newsletter et le 
Questionnaire chacun 2 fois par an à 2 000 adresses (8 000 enveloppes !) sans frais 
pour la CIN. 


(1) Je résume aujourd'hui le bilan exposé à la réunion de bureau le 11 mai 1997 (voir supra p. 12-25). 
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Ainsi avons-nous consacré tous nos efforts à la communication (le Compte rendu 
et l'International Numismatic Newsletter et la Coins and Computers Newsletter). Le 
n° spécial du Compte rendu que vous avez en main contient l'historique de la CIN, 
établi par R. Weiller, avec son soin habituel. Grâce à lui nous savons que la Com- 
mission est une “vieille dame” qui célèbre cette année son 70e anniversaire. 

Nous avons voulu consacrer l'essentiel des ressources de la CIN aux dépenses 
d'intérêt général: 

— bourse de voyage annuelle créée en 1993 

— aide aux congressistes (40 bourses de 700 DM = env. 24.000 FS) 

— aide aux publications: subvention de 10 000 FS pour les Proceedings du Congrès 
de Bruxelles (4 volumes si bien édités par notre collègue T. Hackens et son équipe). 


Parmi les projets placés sous le patronage de la CIN (cf. Compte rendu), une men- 
tion particulière pour le LIMC: son 8e et dernier volume sort de presse. Dans son 
rapport (ci-dessus, p. 22), H. Cahn cite naturellement le rôle de Mme Lily Kahil 
comme “locomotive” mais il a été lui-même un artisan essentiel de l'entreprise et 
nous l'en félicitons. Parmi les nouveaux projets tous nos vœux pour la Syllloge num- 
morum sassanidorum dirigée par R. Gyselen et M. Alram. 

Enfin quant au Congrés A. Burnett exprimera tout à l'heure toute notre reconnais- 
sance aux organisateurs berlinois. Pour le Survey, je renouvelle mes remerciements 
à l'AINP pour avoir financé ce beau volume vendu aux congressistes et aux biblio- 
théques à un prix trés raisonnable. 


Selon les statuts la CIN a "pour mission de faciliter la coopération entre cher- 
cheurs et institutions dans le domaine de la numismatique et des sciences qui s'y 
rapportent". C'est pour garder à la CIN son róle fédérateur originel sans prétendre 
pour autant à une quelconque hégémonie que nous avons cherché à harmoniser les 
relations de la CIN avec d'autres institutions numismatiques oeuvrant dans le 
domaine international. Dans cet esprit nous avons proposé à l'Oriental Numismatic 
Society de devenir également un Comité de la CIN, à l'instar des Comités déjà exis- 
tants (SNG, Computers and numismatics par ex.). M. Michael Broome au nom de 
l'ONS a accepté et nous nous en félicitons. 


Je remercie tous les collégues avec lesquels j'ai été en contact pour la CIN depuis 
6 ans, particuliérement ceux qui ont accueilli les réunions du Bureau (Milan, 
Madrid, Varsovie-Cracovie, Nicosie, Stockholm, Berlin), ainsi que tous ceux qui ont 
contribué à fournir aux deux Newsletters de la Commission informations ou articles. 
Je remercie enfin les membres du Bureau de leur collaboration au cours de notre 
mandat et formule tous mes voeux pour le travail de celui qui va étre élu. J ‘espère 
que de nouveaux membres rejoindront la CIN pour soutenir son action en faveur de 
la numismatique. 
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I will begin by asking you to remember three deceased honorary members [Mar- 
garet Thompson [29.2.1992], Colin Martin [2.1.1995], who were both members of 
the Council, and Bucur Mitrea [6.11.1995]. Let us associate with them the name of 
Martin Price whose premature death is a great loss for science. 


The following report describe activities which would have been impossible 
without adequate finances. You will hear our treasurer's report in a few minutes. We 
are most grateful for his sound managing of our resources for more than ten years. 

The increase in the number of INC members (127 to 146) is satisfying but I regret 
that no solution has been found to help members from countries in financial diffi- 
culties to cope with the size of the subscription. Though this has remained unchang- 
ed since 1985, the exchange rate of the Swiss franc against many other currencies 
has added to its relative cost. 

The Bureau did its best for a better allocation of the INC resources: 

saving on travel expenses by all possible means, saving on secretarial ones by 
much personal work or resorting to free help from our institutions. And I must 
remind you that the Comune di Milano has generously sent out some 8,000 items a 
year (mailing twice the Newsletter and twice the Questionnaire to some 2,000 
addresses) at no cost for the Commission. 

Our efforts aimed at better communication, via the Compte rendu, Coins and 
Computers Newsletter and International Numismatic Newsletter. The present spe- 
cial issue of the Compte rendu contains a history of the Commission, researched and 
written with his usual care by R. Weiller. He shows that the INC is already an “old 
lady” celebrating his 70th anniversary. 

The Bureau has devoted principally INC resources to expenses of general inter- 
est: 

- the annual fellowship created in 1993 and awarded to the following young 
numismatists (Koray Konuk, Helen Wang, Manolis Stefanakis, Adrian Popescu and 
Sheilara Bandhare), 

- 40 fellowships of 700 DM (= 24,000 SF) to help participation in the Congress 
and awarded by a group of 4 Council members under the direction of W.E. Metcalf, 

- subsidies to publications 10,000 SF being given for the Proceedings of the Brus- 
sels Congress (4 large vols. edited by Prof. T. Hackens and his team). 

Among the projects under INC patronage (see handouts) let me mention the 
new Sylloge Nummorum Sasanidorum directed by R. Gyselen and M. Alram (1st 
vol. Ardashir I-Ormazd II due in 1998) and particularly the completion (and 
achievement) of LIMC. The report by H. Cahn stresses the role of Prof. Lily 
Kahil, but we know that he was also an essential contributor to this remarkable 
enterprise. 

As regards the Congress, A. Burnett will express in the closing session our thanks 
to our Berlin colleagues. My renewed gratitude goes to IAPN for financing the Sur- 
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vey and making this useful volume available to Congress participants and libraries 
alike at a moderate price. 

According to our Constitution, the “purpose of the INC is to facilitate cooperation 
between scholars and between institutions in the field of numismatics and related 
disciplines”. It is in order to keep the INC playing its original role of “federal” asso- 
ciation, with no pretentions at all to hegemony, that we wanted to clarify the rela- 
tions between INC and other numismatic institutions with international scope. Thus 
we have proposed that the Oriental Numismatic Society become also a Committee 
of INC (like SNG, Computers and numismatics... and others specialised ones.) And 
we are glad this has been accepted by M. Michael Broome. 

I thank all colleagues with whom I have been in touch on behalf of the INC for 6 
years, and particularly those who welcomed our Bureau meetings in Milan, Madrid, 
Warsaw-Krakow, Nicosia, Stockholm and Berlin) as well as my fellow colleagues 
on the Bureau for our close collaboration. Votis multis for the work of the forthco- 
ming one. I look forward to more institutions joining the INC for the benefit of 
numismatics. 


3. Treasurer's report 


À la fin de l'année 1991 après le Congrès de Bruxelles nous avions à la SBS à Bâle 
la somme de 28 700 FS. 

Au cours des années suivantes nous avons réussi à améliorer notre situation finan- 
cière notamment pour pouvoir faire face aux dépenses liées au Congrès de Berlin. 

Le solde de fin d'année a sans cesse augmenté et atteignait en décembre dernier 
la somme de 43 000 FS. Grâce à quoi, nous avons pu accorder pour faciliter la par- 
ticipation au congrès, 40 bourses de 700 DM, soit près de 24 000 FS. 

Le Compte renau n° 43 de 1996 a été un numéro spécial de 152 pages, distribué 
non seulement aux membres de la CIN mais aussi à tous les congressistes. Son prix 
de revient est de 13 000 FS au lieu de 6 000 FS les autres années. 

Nous avons mis de côté une provision de 10 000 FS pour subventionner d'éven- 
tuelles publications. 

Avec de telles dépenses et provisions vous comprendrez que le solde à la fin de 
cette année sera près de zéro. 

En 1991 la CIN comptait 127 membres, aujourd'hui elle en a 146, dont 26 mal- 
heureusement ne sont pas à jour de leur cotisation. 

La cotisation actuelle de 200 FS est suffisante pour les besoins de la CIN.

Mrs Westermark was warmly thanked by 
the meeting for all her work over many years, as was Professor Cahn for the success 


of (f). 


5. Scrutineers 


The nominations of Dr Peter Kos and Dr Haim Gitler as scrutineers for the mee- 
ting were approved. 


6. Constitution 


(i) The proposed new statutes were discussed. The Secretary reminded the mee- 
ting that the new proposals had been circulated to all members in 1996 and a few 
comments, mostly of minor redrafting or support, had been received from members. 
He said that the changes formed two groups, those intended to clarify the adminis- 
trative role and flexibility of the Council, and those intended to remove voting 
powers from Honorary Members. Twelve members spoke, suggesting some redraf- 
ting and opposing the abolition of voting for Honorary Members. 

(ii) The meeting unanimously approved the group of administrative changes pro- 
posed to increase the flexibility of the Council and to clarify the position of mem- 
bers who have not paid their subscription. 

(iv) The meeting voted against (by 56 to 23 votes, with 5 abstentions) the propo- 
sal to remove the right of voting from Honorary Members. 

(v) The full text of the new constitution is printed on p. 8-11. 
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7. Next Congress 


The meeting approved the proposal to hold the XIIIth International Numismatic 
Congress In Madrid (date to be fixed). It will be the responsibility of the Ministero 
de la Cultura and the Museo Arqueológico Nacional, and co-ordinated by Dr Car- 
men Alfaro Asins.

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Anne S. ROBERTSON 
(3 mai 1910 - 4 octobre 1997) 


Anne Strachan Robertson, an archaeologist and numismatist of international repu- 
tation, devoted her entire working life to the Hunterian Museum and its Hunter Coin 
Cabinet at the University of Glasgow, almost from the moment of graduation in 
1932 to her retirement in 1975. During that period she published definitive cata- 
logues of its Roman Imperial Coins and excavated widely on Roman sites throu- 
ghout Scotland. 

Born in May 1910 and brought up in the southern suburbs of Glasgow, of teacher 
parents, she was educated at Hillhead High School, Glasgow and the Glasgow High 
School fer Girls, and thereafter at Glasgow University where she soon exhibited a 
special aptitude in the Roman History class conducted by the eminent historian S.N. 
Miller. In 1930 she sat in the University's Blackstone Chair, with the sand running 
through its hour-glass poised out of sight above her head, to win the Cowan Medal 
for an examination conducted partly in Latin. It came as little surprise when she gra- 
duated with First Class Honours in Classics. She had already been identified by Mil- 
ler, and by Sir George Macdonald, Honorary Keeper of the Hunter Coin Cabinet and 
doyen of Greek numismatics, as the ideal person to bring order to the archaeological 
and ethnographic collections at the Hunterian Museum, recently enhanced by the 
material from Miller's own excavations on the Antonine Wall. In 1933 she went to 
London University to study Archaeology at the feet of Sir Mortimer Wheeler, obtain- 
ing a further MA, and gained practical experience in the Coin Room of the British 
Museum before returning to Glasgow, where various means were employed to 
ensure her a post and a salary; for many years she was Dalrymple Lecturer in 
Archaeology, with funds drawn from a bequest to the Glasgow Archaeological 
Society. Anne Robertson was an excellent choice for curatorial work, combining the 
patience and attention to detail needed to deal with small objects with the ability to 
produce first-rate catalogues. At the same time she began undertaking excavations 
and fieldwork, starting in 1937 at Castledykes near Lanark, and subsequently at a 
wide variety of Roman sites in central and southern Scotland, often along the line of 
the Antonine Wall, over which she maintained watch and ward at a time when there- 
were few professional archaeologists in post anywhere in Scotland. In 1952 she was 
appointed Under-Keeper of the Hunterian Museum and Curator of the Hunter Coin 
Cabinet. 

By 1960 her work was bearing much fruit and a steady output of major publica- 
tions began to appear. The first edition of her guide to The Antonine Wall (still in 
print, in its fourth edition) was published, to be followed during the next year by a 
British Academy Sylloge of Anglo-Saxon Coins in the Hunter Coin Cabinet. Her 
magnum opus is the five-volume Catalogue of Roman Imperial Coins in the Hunter 
Coin Cabinet which appeared between 1962 and 1982, and made more readily avai- 
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lable an important part of the wide-ranging collections bequeathed to Glasgow Uni- 
versity by Dr William Hunter in 1783. Important excavation reports were also publi- 
shed on the Roman forts at Golden Hill, Duntocher (1957), Castledykes (1964) and 
Birrens (1975). In addition there were many other papers and articles in learned 
journals. In 1965 her wide-ranging academic achievement resulted in the award of 
a D. Litt. by Glasgow University. She regularly attended the International Congress 
of Roman Frontier Studies (the Limeskongress), and was the last survivor of the 
speakers who gathered for its inaugural meeting, on the initiative of the late Profes- 
sor Eric Birley, in 1949. 

For many years she directed the Scottish Field School of Archaeology, which pro- 
vided training opportunities for students and school pupils to learn the techniques of 
excavation. She was a long-standing supporter of the Council for Scottish Archaeo- 
logy, and established the Robertson Awards which celebrated good practice and 
rewarded positive achievement among the wider archaeological fraternity in Scot- 
land. A long-time member of the Glasgow Archaeological Society, she was Presi- 
dent at the time of its centenary celebrations in 1955-56. In the early 1960s, she was 
to return (as a later commentator observed, like Cincinnatus from the plough) as one 
of its Honorary Secretaries during a time of especial difficulty. In 1976, a volume of 
the Society's Glasgow Archaeological Journal was devoted to studies in her honour. 
She also had particularly close connections with the Glasgow and West of Scotland 
Numismatic Society, of which she held the first membership card and was Hono- 
rary President at the time of her death. 

A Fellow of the Society of Antiquaries of Scotland since 1941, Anne Robertson 
was elected a Fellow of both the Society of Antiquaries of London and the Museums 
Association in 1958. She was promoted Reader in Roman Archaeology and Keeper 
of the Cultural Collections and the Hunter Coin Cabinet in 1964, and the same year 
was elected Medallist of the Royal Numismatic Society. Further recognition came 
in 1970 with the award of the Huntington Medal of the American Numismatic 
Society and in 1975 she became one of the first arts-orientated Fellows of the Royal 
Society of Edinburgh when that body extended its fellowship beyond the scientific 
community. Finally, in the year before her retirement in 1975, Glasgow University 
made her a Titular Professor in Roman Archaeology. Professor Robertson was also 
an Honorary Fellow of the Royal Numismatic Society, and an Honorary Member of 
the American Numismatic Society and the International Numismatic Commission. 
Perhaps because of a strict upbringing or an innate shyness, she could on occasion 
be stiff and formal with close colleagues; nevertheless she had a wide circle of 
friends within the University and beyond and was generous of her time and help to 
members of local archaeological societies, especially the younger members. 

In retirement Anne Robertson was able to devote more time to her other interests 
of reading, walking and gardening at her Bearsden home, close to the line of the 
Antonine Wall, becoming an active member of her local church, and putting her abi- 
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lity as a listener to good use with the Samaritans. She never married, and remained 
close to her three sisters, of whom only one now survives, and to her nephews and 
nieces and their children.

Tony HACKENS 
(27 août 1939 - 28 novembre 1997) 


Le Professeur Tony Hackens est décédé le 28 novembre 1997 des suites de l'hé- 
morragie cérébrale qui l'avait foudroyé le 20 novembre à son bureau de doyen de la 
Faculté de Philosophie et Lettres de l'Université Catholique de Louvain. Ainsi s'en 
est allé, à 58 ans, une des trés grandes figures de la numismatique belge et interna- 
tionale. 

Né le 27 aoüt 1939 à Eupen, le Professeur Tony Hackens aura connu une exis- 
tence d'une intensité étonnante. Bousculant les étapes, forçant son destin, il entra à 
l'école primaire à quatre ans et demi, devint licencié en Philologie Classique à 20 
ans, licencié en Archéologie et Histoire de l'Art à 21 et docteur en Philosophie et 
Lettres à 22. Immédiatement, il fut appelé à Athénes comme membre belge de 
l'École Frangaise d'Archéologie. Il y resta quatre années (1962-1967) avant d'étre 
nommé, sur ordre du recteur, chargé de cours associé à l'U.C.L. en 1967. Il a alors 
28 ans. Il accéde à 34 ans au rang de professeur (1973) et devient à 35 président du 
Département d'Archéologie et d'Histoire de l'Art de son université (1974), avant 
d'étre nommé professeur ordinaire un an plus tard. 

Ce cursus brillantissime se double d'une intense activité éditoriale. Sa bibliogra- 
phie compte pas moins de 53 livres ou articles parus avant 1976. D'abord "romain" 
— il passa deux ans à l'Academia Belgica de Rome (1960-2) où il rédigea une thèse 
de doctorat intitulée Histoire et iconographie du temple capitolin et de la triade 
capitoline —, il devint “grec” à l'occasion de son séjour prolongé à l'École Française. 
Ces lumineuses années d'apprentissage à l'étranger accrurent chez lui l'intérét, dou-- 
blé d'une formidable aisance, pour les langues étrangéres. Eduqué en allemand à la 
maison mais parlant francais à l'école, il ne tarda pas à ajouter à la connaissance de 
ces deux langues le néerlandais, l'italien et le grec moderne. Quant à l'anglais, il le 
perfectionna durant l'année passée à Brown University (Providence - U.S.A.) 
comme Visiting Associate Professor in Classics en 1970. Là, à 31 ans, ce météore 
fit la connaissance de Ross Holloway auquel une profonde amitié le lia jusqu'à la 
fin. Tony et Ross, les deux amis, avaient tous deux la curiosité trop vaste pour se 
laisser enfermer par leur passion des monnaies anciennes. Ross Holloway se mit à 
parcourir l'art du monde antique sous tous ses aspects. Tony Hackens fit de méme 
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avec le monde actuel. Il le fit doublement, physiquement et intellectuellement. Phy- 
siquement, la planète était toute petite pour lui. Il prenait l'avion comme d'autres 
prennent le bus et jouait sans relâche le rôle d'ambassadeur culturel que ses compé- 
tences, son expérience et son étonnant don pour les langues lui valaient. Intellec- 
tuellement, il faisait voyager ses idées et celles des autres au travers d'une série de 
publications dont il était la cheville ouvrière, quand il n'en avait pas été le fondateur. 
Créant d'abord, en 1968 (à 29 ans !), la Revue des Archéologues et Historiens d'Art 
de Louvain, il lança ensuite, en 1977, la revue PACT, Journal of the European Group 
on physical, chemical, mathematical and biological methods applied to archaeo- 
logy. Le Département d'Archéologie et d'Histoire de l'Art de Louvain lui doit sur- 
tout une prestigieuse série de quelque 100 monographies de haute tenue dont il fut 
l'éditeur et dont il était légitimement fier. Il y eut parfois des lenteurs; il n'y eut 
jamais de baisse de qualité ni de découragement devant les risques financiers impor- 
tants que certains projets lui faisaient courir mais auxquels, en homme de convic- 
tion, il croyait. Plus récemment — mais avant les autres — il avait développé, à côté 
du livre traditionnel, l'édition électronique (CDI et CD ROM), fondant la série 
“L'Europe face à son passé”. 

On l'a dit: la numismatique n'a constitué qu'une partie, certes chère entre toutes, 
de ses multiples intérêts et activités. D'un point de vue scientifique, il est l'auteur, 
outre des deux volumes de la SNG Réna Evelpidis, de plusieurs études importantes 
souvent centrées sur les problèmes de poids et de circulation monétaire. Très atten- 
tif à ne jamais isoler un monnayage de son contexte plus large (la numismatique des 
ensembles), 1l avait créé le concept de métrochronologie. On lui doit d'avoir formé 
de très nombreux étudiants, dont une dizaine jusqu'au doctorat. Professeur de 
numismatique, 1l l'aura également été à l'Université de Lille et, par deux fois, à New 
York comme Visiting Scholar du Summer Seminar de l'American Numismatic 
Society. Toutefois, en numismatique comme ailleurs, il aura d'abord publié les 
œuvres des autres, éditant plusieurs volumes internationaux de mélanges et surtout 
les quelque 20 titres de la série Numismatica Lovaniensia qu'il avait créée. 

A la Société Royale de Numismatique de Belgique, il occupait une place centrale 
depuis très longtemps. Pas seulement celle indiquée par les différentes compositions 
du Bureau qui le virent remplir les fonctions de secrétaire, vice-président, président 
et directeur de la Revue belge de Numismatique. En sa qualité de professeur et par 
son renom à l'étranger, 1l s'est trouvé être le plus grand pourvoyeur tout à la fois de 
nouveaux membres pour la Société et d'articles de qualité écrits par des collègues 
du monde entier pour la RBN. Son action fut décisive dans la remise sur pied d'une 
Société qui, lorsqu'il y entra, ne se portait guère bien et qu'il fortifia au point d'ac- 
cueillir en 1991 à Bruxelles le XIème Congrès International de Numismatique, dont 
il fut le président. 

Pour cela et pour les autres grands services qu'il rendit à la Commission Interna- 
tionale de Numismatique (il fut, avec Raymond Weiller, l'éditeur des Actes du IXe 
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Congrès International de Numismatique tenu à Berne en 1979), le Bureau de la 
Commission avait tenu tout récemment, à Berlin en septembre 1997, à le remercier 
en le nommant membre honoraire de la Commission. 

Continuellement projeté vers l'avenir, le Professeur Tony Hackens avait encore 
tant de projets en tête, tant de combats à mener. Il laisse une épouse et quatre fils 
auxquels il tenaient par-dessus tout et vers qui se tournent nos pensées.

Robert GÖBL 
(4 août 1919 - 8 décembre 1997) 


Am 8. Dezember 1997 verstarb in Wien nach kurzem, schweren Leiden Univ. 
Prof. Dr. Robert Göbl. Seine Karriere an der Universität Wien begann bereits im 
Jahre 1955, als er sich bei Karl Pink für Antike Numismatik habilitierte. 1965 wurde 
er zum ausserordentlichen Universitätsprofessor für Antike Numismatik und Vor- 
islamische Geschichte Mittelasiens ernannt und wurde damit auch Vorstand des von 
ihm mit gleichem Namen gegründeten Instituts. 1971 wurde er ordentlicher Uni- 
versitätsprofessor, 1989 emeritierte er aus gesundheitlichen Rücksichten und zog 
sich in die ebenfalls von ihm gegründete Numismatische Kommission an der Öster- 
reichischen Akademie der Wissenschaften zurück, um sich ganz seinen Studien und 
Publikationen zu widmen. 

Göbl war selbst für seine Schüler ein nicht immer leicht zu begreifender Numis- 
matiker, der mit grösster Konsequenz seinen Weg, den der von Joseph Hilarius 
Eckhel (1737-1798) — seinem grossen Vorbild und Ideal — ins Leben gerufenen 
numismatischen “Wiener Schule” gegangen ist. Sein breit gefächertes Wissen liess 
eine grosse Zahl an Publikationen erscheinen, die manchmal auch rein historische 
und archäologische Probleme behandelten und den fernen Orient genauso wie 
Europa umfassen konnten. Es ist hier nicht der Platz, auf seine umfrangreiche 
Bibliographie einzugehen, doch sollen einerseits seine grundlegenden, nicht immer” 
unumstrittenen Arbeiten über die sasanidische und kushanische Münzkunde, ande- 
rerseits sein bereits 1978 erschienenes grundlegendes Werk über Antike Numisma- 
tik sowie die zahlreichen Publikationen zur römischen und vor allem keltischen 
Münzkunde erwähnt werden. Krönender Abschluss seiner Arbeiten sollte die Neu- 
bearbeitung des “Aufbaus” der Münzprägung des Gallienus werden, eine Arbeit, die 
seinerzeit auch sein Dissertationsthema gewesen war. Er hat das Manuskript fast 
druckreif hinterlassen, sodass sich mit dieser Arbeit über Gallienus auch sein wis- 
senschaftlicher Lebenskreis schliesst. 
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Eine entsprechende Würdigung des Verstorbenen wird der nächste Band der 
Numismatischen Zeitschrift, Wien, bringen, in dem auch viele seiner Schüler mit 
numismatischen Beiträgen ihres eigenwilligen aber stets hilfsbereiten Lehrers 


gedenken werden.

THE ANNUAL SCHOLARSHIP FROM THE INC 


Following article 1 of the constitution, “to facilitate co-operation among indivi- 
duals and institutions in the field of numismatics and related disciplines”, the INC 
offers for 1999/2000 a travelling scholarship of 4,000 Swiss Francs. 

Applicants must be less than 30 years old on 31.12.98 (i.e. born after 31.12.67) 
and be engaged on or intending to undertake an important numismatic research pro- 
ject. The scholar will be able to visit foreign coin cabinets or other centres of numis- 
matic research, to study material and to develop contacts with other scholars. 
Applicants should write to the Secretary of the INC, M. Michel Amandry, directeur 
du Cabinet des Médailles, Bibliothèque nationale de France, 58 rue de Richelieu, F- 
75084 Paris cedex 02, before 1.3.1999, enclosing: 1) a curriculum vitae, bibliogra- 
phy and detailed plan of research and travel; 2) a reference from a numismatic 
specialist who is or will supervise the work; 3) a recommendation from a member 
of the INC (an honorary member or the responsible official of a member institution, 
but not a member of the INC Council). 

The Council of the INC will award the scholarship at its meeting in 1999 after 
examining the papers with the help of other specialists. 
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A HISTORY OF RIJKSMUSEUM 
HET KONINKLIJK PENNINGKABINET 
(National Collection of Coins and Medals of The Netherlands) 


The stadholder’s collections 

The beginning of the present day collection of the Koninklijk Penningkabinet lies 
somewhere in the first half of the eighteenth century. Prince William IV, stadholder 
of the Dutch Republic posessed, like almost any prince at that time, a collection of 
coins and medals and gemstones. Apparently he had inherited only a fraction of the 
collections of his predecessors, the seventeenth century stadholders. Some gold 
medals (issued by William III) and a gold tureen studded with engraved gemstones 
(which belonged to the wife of Frederick Hendrick) are the only pieces which can 
be convincingly attributed to the collections of his ancestors. 

William IV did not have the reputation of a passionate collector, but when he had 
the chance to buy the rather famous collection of De Thoms in 1751, he did not hesi- 
tate to pay 30.000 guilders for the antiquities, coins, medals, cameos and engraved 
gemstones. 

William V spent more on his collections than his father. In 1757 the stadholder’s 
collections were displayed for the first time together in his private quarters in The 
Hague. It was an encyclopedic presentation of nature, human history and the arts, 
in accordance with the latest theories on the presentation of objects. Antiquities 
(including coins and medals), paintings, naturalia, and ethnographic material were 
all displayed in separate rooms. Three mornings a week there were guided tours 
for those who had announced their visit. From 1766 the collections were housed 
in a separate building near the centre of government in The Hague, which was 
renovated for the purpose of exhibitions. In hindsight this proved to be a decisive 
step in the process of the gradual separation between the private property of the 
House of Orange and the national heritage of The Netherlands. The collections 
became a well known attraction for visitors to The Hague, mentioned in all the 
guide books. 

The first known inventory of the numismatic collection was made in 1759. It des- 
cribed 170 gold coins from Antiquity, 463 silver and 2.741 bronze Greek coins, 731 
silver coins from the Roman Republic, and 3,740 silver and 8,404 bronze coins 
from the Roman Empire. Besides there were 11 gold “modern” medals, 148 silver 
medals and 247 bronze medals, a collection of jetons and a number of “modern” 
coins. The collection of engraved gemstones and cameos had grown to 1,053 copies. 
At the time of the compilation of this inventory there were several smaller collec- 
tions of roman coins and “modern” gold medals in the family household, which 
were either commissioned or received as gifts. They were incorporated in the offi- 
cial collection at a later date. 

The philosopher and aestate Frangois Hemsterhuis took care of the collection of 
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antiquities as a honorary curator from c. 1755. He compiled an inventory of the 
Greek coins which had grown to 5,200 objects in the seventeen eighties. 

The advance of the French army in 1795 caused the flight of William V to 
England. He could take only the most precious part of his collection with him: most 
of the gold coins and medals, some silver ones and the majority of the gemstones 
and cameos. The most valuable and interesting parts of the stadholder’s collections 
were brought in triumph to France to be incorporated in the national French collec- 
tions. The remains were auctioned by the Dutch revolutionaries. 


French occupation 

From 1806 to 1810 the Dutch Republic was turned into the Kingdom of Holland, 
reigned by Louis, Napoleon’s brother. He wanted to legitimize the institution of the 
kingdom of Holland by presenting himself as the heir of national Dutch history. The 
state spent large sums on the acquisition of works of art. It bought, for example, two 
collections of 17th century Dutch paintings for 100,000 guilders each. Louis also 
founded ‘s Lands Penningkabinet (the National Coin Cabinet) by buying most of 
the fabulous collection of Pieter van Damme (1727-1806) at the auction in 1808. All 
his gold coins from Antiquity and a selection of the rest of the collection were 
bought for 75.000 guilders. 

Due to the political situation most of the coins and medals remained in their tra- 
veling chests. At first 's Lands Penningkabinet was situated in the Royal Library in 
The Hague. In 1810 the collection was transported to the National Museum (the 
later Rijksmuseum) in the capital city: Amsterdam. The move was due to changed 
ideas about the best surroundings for a coin and medal collection. It wasn’t the last 
time that changed visions about the place of numismatic collections caused a remo- 
val. The director of the National Museum, who had received the title of Directeur 
du Cabinet des Médailles de Hollande, reported in 1811 that the collection contai- 
ned 1,100 gold pieces, 1,500 silver and around 2,000 bronze coins. 


The Koninklijk Penningkabinet: the first decades 

A new era for the National Numismatic Collection started after the return of the 
son of stadholder William V, who was acclaimed king William I in 1813. He brought 
with him the remains of the stadholder's collections. The coin collection in Amster- 
dam was moved back again to The Hague, the centre of government and residence 
of the king. There the two collections were united and called Koninklijk Penning- 
kabinet (Royal Coin Cabinet). The Mauritshuis(Royal Collection of Paintings) and 
the Royal Library were founded at the same date in The Hague. 

The Penningkabinet was housed into the same building as the Royal Library in 
The Hague. It has remained an independent institution with its own budget and its 
own director until the present day. Although there was never a formal agreement 
between the state and the king about the ownership of the collection it was unders- 
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tood that it was transformed into public property: there was an annual state budget 
for the collection from which the salaries were paid and acquisitions could be made. 

On 1 May 1816 the first director was appointed. Until 1870 his official title was 
Opzichter (overseer). It was the 23 year old Jonkheer J.C. de Jonge who was offi- 
cially in function until his death in 1853. In the course of time he held many other 
official positions, which left him very little time for the numismatic collections. 

The first museum cabinets were ordered from a well known furniture maker in 
The Hague in the Dutch empire style. They have been preserved during all the 
moves that followed. In the upper part were 186 drawers and in the lower part there 
was room for catalogues. In the middle objects could be presented in a drawer with 
a glass top at sitting height. The design of the cabinets show that they were prima- 
rily intended to keep a reference collection. 

In 1816 the two united collections contained about 1,000 engraved gemstones, 
about 12,000 “important” coins and medals and somewhat less than 5,000 other 
coins and medals. 

The period from 1816 until the separation with the southern Netherlands in 1830 
was a very prosperous one for the new museum. Many collections were bought and 
the king spent huge sums from his personal income on the most expensive acquisi- 
tions. All efforts were made to make the Cabinet “a jewel of the residence”, in other 
words to contribute to the glory of the king. More than 200,000 guilders were spent 
on acquisitions in these important formative years. A comparison with the acquisi- 
tions of paintings in the same period shows that king and state spent more on the 
Penningkabinet than on paintings. Coins and medals were seen as an essential 
source for (national) history. 

More and more the interest grew for coins from the national past. The finding of 
coin hoards and stray finds increased with the undertaking of infrastructural works: 
the demolishing of city walls, the construction of waterworks, roads and railroads. The 
recoinage operation of the forties in which all the pieces of the Dutch Republic were 
changed into modern coins was another stimulant. After 1830 the acquisition budget 
decreased dramatically and the king withdrew his financial and moral support. It is 
interesting to note that there were only rarely donations from private individuals 

Unfortunately the first inventories were only made later. Apart from a few small 
catalogues and information from correspondence about individual pieces it it quite 
difficult to identify acquisitions from the first period. 

In 1823 de Jonge published the first small catalogue of the collections: Notice sur 
le Cabinet des Medailles et des pierres Gravees de Sa Majeste le Roi des Pays-Bas 
and in 1837 followed the Catalogue d’empreintes du cabinet des pierres gravees de 
Sa Majeste le Roi des Pays-Bas, Grand-Duc de Luxembourg, which contained a sys- 
tematic description of the most interesting 1.355 stones. Around 1850 the public 
interest for engraved gemstones was fading away. It had become clear that many of 
them had been made during the Renaissance and later, instead of Antiquity. 
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From Cabinet to Museum (c. 1850-1911) 

The next director, Johan Fredrik George Meijer, worked from 1853 until 1889. A 
modest man with modest ambitions in a time when governmental support for cul- 
ture and the arts was extremely limited. It was the time when the first enthousiasm 
for a new phase in history after the downfall of the Dutch Republic had faded away. 
It was replaced by a feeling of uncertainty about its (less important) place in Europe 
and by economic crises. There was little government interest in the national cultu- 
ral heritage. This changed in the seventies, when Victor de Stuers severely criticised 
the narrowmindedness of the government about its cultural policy (or non-policy). 
He was then invited to become a government official in the field of the arts. De 
Stuers was not an easy man, but he had a clear mind and a passion for the support 
of the arts. Many important changes in the cultural field took place, like, for 
example, the building of the Rijksmuseum in Amsterdam. 

From 1855 it is possible to learn some details about the daily life in the Penning- 
kabinet from the printed annual reports. Apart from the director there were one or 
two servants.The annual budget for household expenses and acquisitions was 400, 
later 800 guilders per annum. For special acquisitions extra funds needed to be 
asked and they were rarely granted. The situation improved a bit in the sixties when 
the annual expenses were increased to 1,200 guilders per year. The influence of De 
Stuers shows itself in the increase of the budgets from 1877 to 3,000 and four years 
later to 4,200 guilders. 

When Meijer started his directorship the entire collection was estimated at about 
50,000 coins and medals and about 2,200 engraved gemstones in nine cubboards, 
two big and small bureaus and a number of chests. Meijer’s primary interest was 
collecting Dutch coins and medals. In the annual reports all acquisitions were exten- 
sively described. Next to the meagre funds he exchanged pieces as much as he 
could, just like any private collector would do. In his first ten years the collection 
increased with around 1,000 pieces a year. 

Meijer's exchange practices brought him into serious problems with the Ministry 
in 1874, when it was found out that he had a changed a unique Flemish coin for 
several pieces from the Dutch Republic. His defence was that he thought that he fol- 
lowed the instructions from the Ministry: building up a collection with as many 
Dutch coins as possible. A few years later it turned out that there were no invento- 
ries or catalogues of the collections available. Both De Jong and Meijer had always 
helped the authors of numismatic catalogues, like Verkade, Dirks and Van der Chijs, 
but they had never published extensive catalogues themselves. 

Two catalogues were published by foreign scholars: the French assyriologist Joa- 
chim Menant, Catalogue des cylindres orientaux du Cabinet Royal des Medailles 
de La Haye (Den Haag 1878) and Imhoof-Blumer published about the collection of 
Greek coins in his Griechische Münzen in dem königlichen Münzkabinett in Haag 
und in anderen Sammlungen (Berlin 1876). The first one was produced by initiative 
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of De Stuers himself. The second one was written thanks to Jan Pieter Six, who 
introduced Imhoof-Blumer to the collection. In the eighties the collections were 
used less and less for scolarly purposes. In 1887 there were only 227 visitors. 
Finally Meijer resigned after much pressure from the Ministry in 1889 and died a 
few months later exhausted. 

His successor, Abraham Arnoldus Looijen, started to make the much needed 
inventories, helped by “an intelligent specimen of the human race”, who was 
appointed in 1890 by De Stuers. Looijen introduced the use of paper boxes for coins 
and medals, with room for descriptions. This storage system permitted easy exhibi- 
tion of coins and medals in their proper boxes, together with descriptions. Looijen 
died after 4 years and was succeeded by the “intelligent specimen”: Henri Jean de 
Dompierre de Chauffepié, in 1893. He steered the Penningkabinet into the direction 
of an active museum in the modern sense of the word. A steady stream of invento- 
ries, changing exhibitions and publications, travels to improve foreign relations, par- 
ticipation in organisations all signalled into the new direction. Dompierre died 
suddenly, not even fifty, in 1911. 

The inventory of the collection took much of the time and energy of the staff in the 
nineties. Dompierre was assisted in this work by Adolf Alphons van Kerkwijk, who 
had started in the museum as a volunteer in 1892. In the course of c. twenty years 
most of the collection, around 85.000 objects received inventory numbers and at least 
a rudimentary discription. In 1895 a (never publised) catalogue of the engraved gem- 
stones was finished. The next three years saw the inventarisation of the Dutch coins. 
Then followed the Greek and Roman collections (from 1888 to 1906). were inven- 
toried and finally the foreign coins. Dompierre published the collection of Dutch 
medals and medals related to Dutch history until 1813 in two volumes in 1903 and 
1906: the Catalogus der Nederlandsche en op Nederland betrekking hebbende 
gedenkpenningen. The collection of paper money was apparently never inventoried. 

A system of cases with trays underneath made the objects more easy accessible 
for the public and scholars alike. Dompierre personally designed some of the medal 
cases, of which only a photographic image survives. All furniture from this period 
vanished during the movings which followed. 

Most important for the collection of the Penningkabinet was the incorporation of 
the Leiden University collection. Since the death of Van der Chijs who was curator 
of the Leiden collection in 1867, there had been discussions about this transfer. The 
government did not want to continue the financing of two seperate numismatic col- 
lections which were only 25 kilometer apart in Leiden and the Hague. Although the 
decision was made in 1881, the unwilling university board managed to postpone the 
actual moving until 1893. Van der Chijs had been an ardent collector of many rari- 
ties. He was also ahead of his time when he wrote to all the existing National Banks 
in the sixties to acquire paper money. Those objects which were donated explicitly 
to the university itself remained in Leiden. 
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The acquisition of the well known Six collection (2,384 pieces) meant a conside- 
rable increase in the quality of the Greek and Roman collections. It was partly 
bought (with special funds from the Ministry) and partly donated. Six’ notebooks 
about his acquisitions are an unknown, but veritable gold mine for the study of col- 
lecting Greek coins in the nineteenth century. Under Dompierre’s directorship many 
coins from hoards were bought at auctions. According to Dutch law the State did 
not (and does not) have any particular claim on the hoards. The owner of the pro- 
perty and the finder must share the the value of the hoard equally. 

Another field of Dompierre’s interest was modern medals. From around 1890 he 
bought dozens of medals from artists all over Europe. From 1893 he organized regu- 
lar exhibitions on the premises of the Royal Library and elsewhere. Sometimes a 
catalogue accompanied the exhibition, like Moderne Gedenkpenningen en Pen- 
ningplaten (1904) or — in cooperation with the Royal Library — De Oranje Nassau- 
Boekerij en De Oranjepenningen in de Koninklijke Bibliotheek en in het Koninklijk 
Penningkabinet (1898). Together with Van Kerkwijk he published a Choix des mon- 
naies, a luxurious book with 343 pictures and descriptions of the most important 
objects of the collection. 

The emergence of the modern art medal around the 1890 brought a new challenge 
to the Penningkabinet: to contribute to the flowering of the arts. The idea that 
museums had to function as a centre of knowledge and dissemination of the latest 
developments of the arts had, of course, been quite widely accepted much earlier. It 
was only with the arrival of the “new” medals that numismatic collections could 
chose to become active in this field, which some did and some didn't. 

Dompierre was one of the founders of the Société des Amis de la Medaille fran- 
çaise in 1899. His series of Les Medailles et plaquettes modernes and the exhibition 
and catalogue of modern medals in 1904 are other examples of his activities in this 
area. The extensive collection of contemporary medals from Austria, Germany, 
France and Belgium and, of course, The Netherlands in the Penningkabinet bears 
testimony to Dompierre’s great interest in the latest developments in medallic art. 


The twentieth century: museum on the move 

After the sudden death of Dompierre in 1911, Van Kerkwijk succeeded him. He 
was not particularly interested in the public side of the Penningkabinet. He was first 
and foremost a collector and studied by preference “remarkable particularities” of 
individual objects. He published many details about Dutch coins and medals, based 
on information from the archives. 

Meanwhile the acquisition budget had been increased to 10,000 guilders. The 
First World War caused only a temporary reduction, but since the economic crisis in 
1923 the situation changed dramatically. The budget was reduced to nothing at all 
in 1934. Although major reshuffles of national collections had been undertaken in 
the eighteen seventies and the nineteen twenties the Penningkabinet had not been 
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subject of these discussions. This was probably due to the fact that the museum was 
housed in the Royal Library. 

After more than hundred years the housing was no longer adequate. It was pres- 
sed into a few rooms in the Royal Library, which itself had great problems to house 
its collection (these problems were only solved in 1982 when a new purpose built 
library came into use). The collector and art historian Hofstede de Groot proposed 
a pragmatic solution to the problem. He bequeathed his collection of Renaissance 
medals to the city of The Hague on the condition that it provided space for the Pen- 
ningkabinet in the new Municipal Museum. And so it happened that the museum 
moved to its new premises in 1935: an ultra modern building by the architect Ber- 
lage, far away from the city centre. 

The inevitable division of the library collection of numismatic books after moving 
outside the Royal Library caused special problems. Many older numismatic publi- 
cations remained in the library and so did all the general reference works. Only in 
1997 the division was formally acknowledged by the Royal Library and the Pen- 
ningkabinet. 

Van Kerkwijk had resigned in 1934 and M.A. Evelein was responsable for the 
moving of the collection and the new exhibitions. Evelein was an archaeologist and 
had worked in the archaeological museum in Nijmegen previously. In 1938 the Pen- 
ningkabinet reopened with a presentation of its treasures in five different rooms. The 
coins and medals were exhibited in brand new metal showcases without their boxes 
and with typed descriptions along the insides. For the first time in its existence the 
museum received a few thousand visitors annually. This was the fruitful result of the 
joint presentation with the municipal museum. 

The great improvement in space was, however, only temporarily enjoyed. Just 
before the outbreak of the Second World War (1940) parts of the collections had 
already been stored away. The whole building had to be emptied when the quarter 
of town became part of the Antlantikwall. The predicate “Royal” had been replaced 
by the word “Rijks” (national). The collections were sent to several bunkers and cel- 
lars and barely escaped destruction by (english) bombs. Many of the non-precious 
metallic objects were severely damaged by the humid storage conditions. 

Immediately after the war Evelein was replaced by Johannes van Kuyk. Van Kuyk 
was opposed to the return of the Penningkabinet to the premises of the Municipal 
Museum. In his opinion the museum should be attached to an institute with a scien- 
tif function, like the Royal Library. He was not interested in the public task of col- 
lections. From 1944 to 1949 the museum occupied two rooms in the office of the 
collector J.W. Frederiks. There was neither room for exhibitions nor for storage of 
the collection. Unfortunately Van Kuyk’s vision did not bring any concrete impro- 
vement in the housing situation. Priorities were elsewhere after the war. On the other 
hand he did manage to get the Ministry’s approval for more staff members with a 
scientific background in order to publish the collections. Dr. H. Enno van Gelder 
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entered the Penningkabinet in 1944 as a result and later a second “scientific asis- 
tent” was appointed. Van Kuyk died in 1949 and Henk Enno van Gelder succeeded 
him at the age of 33. 

It was his aim to make the Penningkabinet the centre of numismatic research and 
numismatic life in The Netherlands and a focus point for international exchange. 
“Car je suis convaincu qu’à côté de notre tâche purement scientifique la vulgarisa- 
tion de la numismatique est une question vitale pour nos musées. Comme tous les 
musées ils ont le devoir impérieux d’évoluer d’un cabinet privé de raretés vers un 
institut publique à fonction sociale” (paper at INC Congress 1953). 

Together with A. Zadoks Jesephus Jitta he strived to attain this goal, which fitted 
in with the ideals of post war society. Due to the lack of exhibition space Van Gel- 
der focused on activities outside the building. He supported the founding of numis- 
matic circles everywhere in the country and was active in the boards of many 
organisations. His role as the principal editor of the Jaarboek voor Munt- en Pen- 
ningkunde for five decades underlined his influence on numismatic research in The 
Netherlands. In the early fifties special programmes for schoolchildren were deve- 
loped with sets of slides. The collections of many provincial museums were rear- 
ranged and he assisted in their presentation. 

In his scientific work he focused on Dutch numismatics, although occasionally he 
liked to treat other subjects as well. Thanks to a growing card system of coin hoards 
he was able to build up a unique source of knowledge, avalable to everybody. Toge- 
ther with the collection of placcards and manuels legated by Van Kerkwijk all this 
formed the basis of his articles on the use of coins form coin hoards. Next to the 
study of coin hoards from the land Van Gelder started to study coin hards from 
Dutch shipwrecks in the sixties and seventies. All this research resulted in 23 books 
and 382 articles. A very important catalogue was published together with Marcel 
Hoc, Les monnaies bourguignonnes. He also wrote the first pocketbook with a sys- 
tematic survey of Dutch coins. In 1976 he became professor of numismatics at the 
university of Leiden, the first one since 1867. 

Since the fifties there were three curators and one doorman, next to Van Gelder 
working in the museum. Next to Van Gelder, who “covered” coins from the middle 
Ages to the present, there were a curator of ancient coins and one for the medal col- 
lection. In 1978 Marianne Maaskant, a former curator, published Catalogue of the 
engraved gems in the Royal Coin Cabinet, The Hague: the Greek, Etruscan and 
Roman collections. International contacts increased, partly due to Van Gelder’s 
function as secetary to the International Numismatic Commission. In 1967 the 
acquisition budget was increased to 50,000.—. Priority was given to buying of Dutch 
coins from finds, but many other pieces were acquired too. 

Despite a removal to another building in 1949 with more space for offices, the col- 
lections were still elsewhere: on the attic of the nearby Mauritshuis. There was no 
space for exhibitions. The offices of the Penningkabinet moved again in 1958. This 
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time there was space for changing exhibitions in one room. The metal cases from 
the thirties were restyled and taken into use again. From that time changing exhibi- 
tions were organized, accompanied by explanatory leaflets. Two attempts at bur- 
glary in 1971 put an end to exhibiting the more precious objects. The collections 
were moved to the vaults of a nearby bank at the end of the fifties. The staff had to 
walk outside for five minutes (or byclicle) with the objects, hidden in bags or car- 
ton boxes. Most of the wooden storage furniture was replaced at that time by steel 
cabinets with steel trays. This enabled the storage of a maximum of objects on a 
minimum of space: 6.00 coins in 100 trays on one square metre. 

In 1974 it was decided that the Penningkabinet should move from The Hague to 
Leiden in a building adjacent to the National Museum of Antiquities. There were 
both conceptual reasons (closer ties with the university) and more opportunistic rea- 
sons (less expenses for security sytems) for this step. It took 12 years until the 
moving finally took place. 


A new location and new activities 

Van Gelder resigned in 1980. He was succeeded by Hans Jacobi, who had been 
working in the museum as a curator since 1976. Jacobi studied history of art and 
prehistory. He was first director of the Penningkabinet who took great interest in 
paper money. Under his directorshipthe long awaited move to Leiden finally took 
place in 1986. The vaults had to be removed twice: first from The Hague to a bank 
in Leiden and then to its actual premises. For the first time since 1943 the collec- 
tions, the library and the offices were united in one building: a monumental house 
along the most beautiful canal in Leiden. For the first time there was space for a 
public library, which was (and is) open to the general public during weekdays. 

Since 1988 space for exhibitions became available in a room situated on the first 
floor in the adjacent Museum of Antiquities. In the 120 square meter room there are 
temporary exhibitions in which varying parts of the immense collections are shown. 
Special cases were designed, with the first halogene spotlights in The Netherlands 
and special safety devises. The style of exhibitions is geared to the general public. 
It is tried to put the numismatic objects back into their context and to appeal to the 
knowledge and experiences the public already have with money. This approach, 
though labour intensive and costly, has worked very well. 

The 100th anniversary of the Royal Dutch Numismatic Society in 1992 made 
dozens of museums organise a numismatic exhibition. The Penningkabinet assisted 
with many loans and expertise on exhibition techniques. It issued, together with the 
Society a survey of all public numismatic collections in museums in The Netherlands. 

The eighties showed a dramatic increase of finds with the metal detector. Many 
finders started to showed their finds in the museum, where the coins were descri- 
bed. The increasing demands of the public caused the installation of a socalled visi- 
tor’s afternoon to canalise the bulk of the questions. 
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Scientific attention was given to the activities of the East India Company, both by 
studying the archives and by looking at the coins and bullion which was sent. The 
find and acquisition of the hoards of Remmerden (c. 600) and Tzummarum (c.800) 
were two important additions to the collection. 

The first computer was carried into the Penningkabinet in 1987. It heralded, like 
in all museums, fundamental changes in the collection administration. This process 
was speeded up by the socalled Delta Project for the preservation of cultural heri- 
tage, initiated by the ministry of Culture. It started with an inventarisation of the 
amount of objects in the collection, something that had not been done since the end 
of the nineteenth century. It turned out that there were about 200,000 objects: 60,000 
Greek and Roman coins, 60,000 medieval and later coins, 40,000 medals, 40,000 
pieces of paper money, 5,000 engraved gemstones and 2,000 miscellaneous objects. 

In 1992 Hans Jacobi decided to step back as director and to resume his curator- 
ship. Marjan Scharloo, a historian who had been working in various capacities in 
the Penningkabinet since 1981, succeeded him. 

The library and documentation systems were put into the computer in 1993. It 
turned out that there were 20.000 volumes. The Delta Project accelerated when it 
was decided to replace all 160.000 paper coin and medal boxes by acid free ones. 
All 200.000 objects have to be repacked and provided with computer printed labels, 
typed in by specially assigned staff. Oxydated objects are systematically conserved. 
It is estimated that in 2003 the operation will be completed. In 1997 110.000 of the 
200.000 objects were inventarised. Meanwhile new boxes to pack the coins and 
medals were developed in cooperation with an industrial designer. 

A rather spectacular donation came from the Ministry of Finance in 1997: hun- 
dreds of gold ducats, dukatoons and pieces of eight from the VOC ship Vliegent 
Hert, which went down imediately after its departure in 1734. A new area of the col- 
lecting started to get serious dimensions with the annual donation of coins weights 
and coin weighing boxes since 1991. A selection of them was exhibited in 1994. The 
gift of a collection of primitive money by a benefactory foundation was exhibited in 
1997/98. 

A fundamental change in the organisation of the museum came about on 1 
January 1995. All national museums became foundations. The staff were no longer 
civil servants and the director became responsable for the management of the 
museum in every aspect. The state has retained the ownership of the collection and 
the building. The new Penningkabinet Foundation takes care of the collections. To 
increase the “visability” of the museum has become of vital importance to survive 
on the long term. 

Until 1998 the greater amount of freedom to arrange the organisation according 
to its needs has showed great advantages. The annual budget is more than 2 million 
guilders, to be spent on salaries, rent of the building and all activities. The staff has 
increased to 14 persons for the time being. There are succesful exhibitions and 
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publications for the general public. The museum has just launched its first educa- 
tional programme for schoolchildren, who are received with a theatrical perfor- 
mance. There are lectures for students in Leiden and Amsterdam. One of the 
curators can spend his time on research projects only. 

The services to archeological professionals has never been speedier, although the 
experiments with sending invoices do not always get a warm reception. The com- 
puterized documentation sytem of coin finds is growing every day, with fruitful 
results for archaeologists and numismatists alike. Since 1997 the museum has a site 
on Internet, which generated 1000 visitors. In October 1998 the museum organises 
the FIDEM congress, together with the Sculpture Museum in The Hague. The Pen- 
ningkabinet has a prosperous future ahead of it, as long as the Dutch economy is flo- 
rishing.

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THE NUMISMATIC COLLECTION 
OF THE ISRAEL MUSEUM, JERUSALEM 


In 1969, the Israel Museum decided to establish an official Numismatics Depart- 
ment under the curatorship of Ya‘akov Meshorer. The purpose of such a department 
was, and still is, to exhibit the important numismatic material of ancient Israel, with 
an emphasis on Jewish coinage, while building a comprehensive collection of coins 
with a focus on those that circulated or were struck in this country over the ages. 
The Museum collection could not be haphazard, based on accidental numismatic 
finds or archaeological material in poor condition, unsuited to museological needs. 
Therefore the Museum began by seeking out the existing collections of connois- 
seurs who had assembled choice pieces. The Numismatic Collection and Exhibit of 
the Israel Museum was created, in a generous response to our efforts, primarily 
through donations from the following sources: 

— the M. Rosenberger Collection of about 3000 provincial coins struck in the 
thirty-eight mints of Palestine and Transjordan during the Hellenistic and (mainly) 
Roman periods. 

— the L. Werner collection of 460 Jewish coins, local city coins, and an outstan- 
ding group of Judea Capta coins. 

— the S. Asch collection of 300 Jewish and provincial coins, donated by V. Carter. 

— a collection of 120 Jewish coins, including some of the rarest and best-preser- 
ved in the world, donated by A. Bromberg. 

— a collection of 200 Greek silver and gold coins donated by K. Stern. 

— a collection of 5000 Islamic gold, silver, and bronze coins donated by P. Balog; 
the coins are of a very high quality and include a large number of unpublished and 
rare coins from throughout the Islamic world, as well as four original dies. 

— an extensive collection (about 3000 items) of scripophily and exonumia (share 
certificates, bonds, checks and bills of exchange) mainly from the end of the 19th 
century until the founding of the State of Israel, donated by S. Olson. 

— the J. Rosen donation of Greek coins and hoards (about 1500 coins), the most 
important of which are two hoards of archaic Greek coins, one of Lydian staters and 
half-staters, and one of Ionian staters and smaller denominations found together 
with jewellery. 

— a collection of 150 European gold and silver coins from the 13th to the 20th cen- 
tury mainly from France, donated by B. Iongwitz. 

— a comprehensive collection of 700 Polish coins from the 12th century until the 
present time, donated by J. Tanenbaum. 

— an acquisition of 1200 Arab-Byzantine and Umayyad coins acquired through 
the A. Bromberg fund. 
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The Numismatic Collection of the Israel Museum included by the end of 1997 
around 21,000 items. The collection can be divided into six principal groups: about 
1,000 Greek coins; 1,500 Jewish; 3,500 Roman Provincial; 6,000 Islamic; 700 Polish 
coins and some 3,000 financial documents of Ottoman and Mandatory Palestine. 


To enhance specific aspects of the permanent exhibit which was inaugurated in 
June 1994, we have received long-term loans from: the Israel Antiquities Authority, 
whose loans include new finds; the Museum of the Franciscan Biblical School in 
Jerusalem; the Hebrew University of Jerusalem’s Institute of Archaeology; and pri- 
vate collections. Naturally, the main purpose of the Numismatics Department is to 
exhibit historically important coins in a way that conveys their significance. This has 
been done not only by changing the permanent exhibits from time to time but also 
by mounting small or major exhibitions on specific subjects. In addition, smaller 
coin exhibits are frequently integrated into other parts of the archaeological dis- 
plays. 

Main exhibitions presented by the Numismatics Department have included: “Ima- 
ginative Coins and Fantasy Shekels”; “The Production of Coins in the Ancient 
World”; “Coins of Israel, Old and New” (in cooperation with the Bank of Israel); 
“City Coins of Eretz Israel and the Decapolis”; and “The Coins of Aelia Capitolina 
— Roman Jerusalem.” The Department has also arranged for an exchange of exhibi- 
tions between the National Museum of Mexico and the Israel Museum (on behalf 
of the Bank of Israel) and an exhibition of Jewish coins in Munich — “Das Heilige 
Land” (in cooperation with the Staatliche Münzsammlung München).

Research 

The Numismatic Department plays a major role in the archaeological research in 
Israel by studying and publishing important material from its collection as well as 
working on material from excavations in Israel. In collaboration with the Francis- 
can Biblical School in Jerusalem, the department is also involved in publishing the 
numismatic material found in its digs in Jordan. 


The Coin Gallery 

The physical setting of the Coin Gallery at the Israel Museum, in a small lobby 
near the Museum library, creates a feeling of intimacy from the outset — sense that 
one has entered a space devoted exclusively to a specific subject. Apart from the first

three showcases, the exhibit does not adhere to a chronological or thematic order, 
so that visitors may follow their own interests. The showcases are arranged in 
groups of three, producing separate niches and contributing to the intimate atmos- 
phere. Numismatic display is always somewhat problematic since rare and precious 
coins, while requiring proper protection, also demand the close inspection of the 
viewer. With this in mind, the Exhibition Department designed special showcases 
for the gallery that provide ample illumination and bring the objects on display nea- 
rer to the visitor, who can feel free to lean on the rounded edges of the cases. Magni- 
fying glasses are provided for an extra close look, and even the texture of the coins 
can be experienced via three electrolytic cast enlargements made especially for the 
gallery. The lighting is particularly sophisticated in order to meet the needs of a 
numismatic display; for example, fiber optics enable the fixing of a small spot of 
light directly on an important coin. Three spaces were set aside for temporary exhi- 
bits that display new additions to the collection, as well as the most recently unear- 
thed numismatic material from various digs throughout Israel.

History 

In 1998 the Pushkin Museum of Fine Arts in Moscow will celebrate the centenary 
of its official foundation by dignitaries of the University in the presence of the Tsar 
and his family. 

The collection of coins and medals in the museum originally came from the Impe- 
rial Moscow University where courses in numismatics and heraldry weere thaught 
as early as early as 1757. 

In 1926 the collection numbered 5,640 pieces. The most valuable donations inclu- 
ded those of P. Demidov (Swedish medals and coins which probably belonged to 
the Swedish numismatist E. Brenner), Princes Urusov and Yablonovsky and Count 
S. Stroganov, the founder of the Archaeological Committee. 

After the Napoleonic wars the numismatic collection was officially referred to as 
the Münzkabinett, which by the end of the 1880s contained approximately 20 thou- 
sand items. 

In 1888 the Russian part of the University's numismatic collection was transfer- 
red to the Moscow Historical Museum. The University museum was turned into an 
independent public art museum and in 1912 a new museum building on Volkhonka 
Street was opened as the Alexander II Museum of Fine Arts. The collection of Clas- 
sical, Byzantine, Oriental and West-European coins and medals of the University's 
Münzkabinett now came under the Sculpture Department of the new museum. 

In 1924 approximately 1,500 Greek and Roman coins from the Institute of the 
Classical East were acquired, which had formerly belonged to the professor of phi- 
losophy V. Rozanov. 

In 1937 the museum was renamed the Puskhin State Museum of Fine Arts. It has 
continued to grow. In 1940 a rich collection of 10,618 Classical, West-European and 
Russian coins was donated to the museum by the family of the Moscow collector 
A. Golikov. At that time the department was headed by L. Kharko (1899-1961) — a 
historian, art historian and numismatist. He initiated and supervised archaeological 
investigations in the Taman peninsula on the Black Sea Coast. The excavations at 
the city sites of Panticapaeum and Phanagoria were a regular source of additions to 
the collection (approximately 3,500 Greek, Roman and Byzantine coins were found 
between 1945 and 1986). 

After the Second World War 36 thousand originals and 23 thousand casts were 
held in a separate Numismatic Department of the museum. Between the end of the 
1940s and the 1980s the Moscow and Leningrad mints regularly sent each other 
examples of their production. In 1954 the numismatic collection of the Museum of 
Oriental Arts was transferred to the Pushkin Museum. It included over 3,500 Chi- 
nese coins and orders. 
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In the 1960s the Numismatic Department was headed by K. Golenko (1929-1973) 
who accomplished a great deal as regards the expansion of its repositories together 
with curators N. Rozanova, M. Kamera, A. Kosareva, A. Beliakov and L. Kazama- 
nova. Thanks to gifts and purchases the collection continued to grow. In 1965 on the 
death of the Moscow collector A. Smirnov his collection became the property of the 
Pushkin Museum. It included many rare coins of the medieval rulers of Central Asıa 
and the large hoard of Golden Horde dirhams minted in Khorezm. In 1971 the 
Museum acquired a part of the rich collection, which formerly belonged to the his- 
torian E. Pakhomov that contained mainly Russian coin (over 10,000 items) and 
also the coins of medieval rulers of Georgia and Central Asia (about 2,000 items). 
At the same time D. Moshniagin's collection (over 2,500 coins), which included 
both rare West-European denarii of the 10th - 12th centuries and Polish coins of the 
10th - 20th centuries, was also purchased by the Museum. 

During the period 1971-1975 the Pushkin Museum obtained duplicates of the Her- 
mitage collection (approximately 10,000 coins) and in 1978-1979 Stepanov's collec- 
tion of Soviet coins swelled the Russian section of the Numismatic Department. 

Among recent acquisitions attention should be turned to the purchase of 400 
medals connected with events in the age of Peter the Great and West-European 
medals of the 17th - 20th centuries. The Museum has also been acquiring some 
interesting hoards: Russian coins from the reign of Boris Godunov, Late Ptolemaic 
tetradrachms and oriental gold and silver coins from Central Asia and Transcauca- 
sia. The rarest and most interesting items are regularly displayed at exhibitions of 
recent acquisitions. 

At the present time the collection of the Numismatic Department totals over 200 
thousand items - both originals and copies: 


Greek 11,000 

Roman / Byzantine 15,000 

Parthian 2,000 

Medieval; Medals, Decorations 38,000 

Russian, Soviet; Medals, Decorations 56,000 

Oriental 23,000 
Publications 


In the 19th century well-known Russian numismatists A. Oreshnikov, L. Tretia- 
kov, A. Podshivalov and H. Fren strove to make the University's collection more 
systematic and compiled catalogues. Works by the keepers of the collection A. 
Zograf (1889-1942) and K. Golenko were published in various Russian and foreign 
editions. In the wake of the scientific and conservation work already carried out the 
journal Moneti i Medali began to come out in 1996. 
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Activities 

The permanent Museum exhibition includes over 200 Greek, Roman, Parthian, 
Sasanian coins. Special exhibitions are arranged from time to time: Polish and Bul- 
garian Medals, Russian Medals connected with events in the reign of Peter the 
Great, Greek coins of the Bosporan State, Coins of the Hellenistic kings etc. In the 
Museum every year Numismatic Classes are held for schoolchildren and seminars 
for postgraduated. 

The Numismatic Department's computerized data-base includes over 40,000 


items (i.e. the Museum's collection of Ancient coins) and new acquisitions (since 
1990).
